Khrushchev's comments about intelligence activities and the 
Ctntril !nt«Uig #n c% A|iAcyi in out mi nd, ftppfiial part of § 
deliberate campaign to discredit V. S. intelligence and thus leava 
a clearer field for Communist subversion. If there is a thaw in 
the Cold War , Khrushchev obviously would like bo de prive the 
United States of eae of its principal weapons for combating 
Communism. You have noted, of course, that in all of his talk 
about desiring peace, Khrushchev has stated that Moscow has not 
renounced and will not change its objective that all of the nations 
of tho frso world should and shall become Communist. 

As far as Khrushchev's specific claims are concerned, I 
would point out first that one e t hie motives was to draw out any 
information that any official reply or action might supply. You 
recognise, of course, that from time to time agents are exposed 
end apprehended. This often happens to Soviet agents. These 
* g * nt * ***»«*i*»«s carry both money and ciphers known as one-time 
pads. These pads are useful solely for communications between that 
agent and his home boss, and do net affect any other communication 
system. As far as we are concerned, Khrushchev has not got much 
comfort out of us in this respect; in feet, nothing comparable to 
what wa have galaed from Soviet defectors and agents.
